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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

This Amendment is in response to the Office Action mailed January 26, 2009. Claims 
20-38 were pending in the Application. The Office Action indicates that claims 20-35 and 38 are 
allowable, while claims 36 and 37 are withdrawn from consideration. Applicants thank the 
Examiner for the indication of allowed subject matter. This Amendment amends claim 29 
according the Examiner's suggestion to correct a minor informality. After entry of these 
amendments and remarks, claims 20-35 and 38 will remain in the Application. 

Election/Restriction Requirement 

Examiner states that claims 36 and 37 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed and subject to a constructive election by original 
presentation for prosecution on the merits. Applicants respectfully acknowledge this 
constructive election, but also reserve the right to submit the non-elected claims in a continuation 
or divisional application. 

Objection to the Claims 

Claim 29 is objected to because of the informality of a typographical error. Applicants 
have amended claim 29 to correct this typographical error as suggested by the Examiner and 
respectfully request the objection to claim 29 be withdrawn and the claim allowed.
